Claims 1-3, 10-1 1 and 13 have been examined. 

Claim 14 has been added. 

Claims 4-9 and 12 have been canceled. 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the Specification 
contains URLs which can cause a browser to active. The URLs need to be rendered incapable of 
being able to be activated. Appropriate correction is required. 

Examiner appreciates the Applicant's response. The Examiner's statements above are not 
very clear. The policy is intended to avoid not only launching of utilities but also avoid 
attempting to access information on the web that is listed in a valid U.S. Patent that is no longer 
at the URL m the Specification. The content of the URL the Applicant would like in the 
Specification should be amended in the Specification and the actual printout from the Website 
information should be listed on a PTO-1449. The URL itself should be deleted. Examiner 
"Thanks" Applicant for requesting clarity on this issue.

Claims 1-3, 10-1 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Template Software commercial product line released in 1997.

Since, these products work together they constitute a single reference and can be used as the 
basis for a rejection based on anticipated by a product offering. Furthermore, with the 1997 press 
release announcing version 8.0 these considered prior art under In re Epstein 31 USPQ2d 1817 
(decided August 17, 1994) with a 1997 release date despite the 1998 copyright date. 
Claim 1 

Template anticipates a user interface for providing a designer with an enhanced programming 
environment comprising: a first display portion representing a page (Using, pages 6-21 to 6-67 
defining GUI screens and Using, pages 2-1 to 2-45, the WDE ), the first display portion 
receiving dragged and dropped objects (Using, page 2-26, Drag and Drop employed in 
environment and Using, page 4-5, class list drag class from class list box to workspace); a second 
display portion representing a library of the objects for dragging and dropping the objects into 
the first display portion (Using, page 2-26, Drag and Drop employed in environment and Using, 
page 4-5, class list drag class from class list box to workspace or Using page 3-10 drag a class to 
the Object Model Editor and double click to get to the detail view of Using, page 3-44 for 
method)) , said objects executable on one of a server and a client (Using, page 2-26, Drag and 
Drop employed in environment and Using, page 4-5, class list drag class from class list box to 
workspace), said objects including script that executes on one of a server and a client (Using, 
Chapters 7 and 8, Chapter 7, Using the Application Editor, provides the ability to define roles 
such as client server etc and define the tasks to be operated on the particular role and Chapter 8, 
Using the Deployment Editor, is the actual deploying of the topology); a third display portion for 
configuring a method (Using, page 3-44 - Template calls methods Functions in the Functions 
Tab - Drill Down view) of one of the objects after the one of the objects has been dragged and 
dropped into the first display portion ( Using, pages 4-34 to 4-47, define classes and attributes 
and functions Using page 3-44). 

Claim 2 

The user interface according to claim 1, further comprising: a fourth display portion providing a 
selection between scripting the object for said server or for said client (Using, Chapters 7 and 8, 
Chapter 7, Using the Application Editor, provides the ability to define roles such as client server 
etc and define the tasks to be operated on the particular role and Chapter 8, Using the 
Deployment Editor, is the actual deploying of the topology). 
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Claim 3 

Template anticipates a system for providing a designer with an enhanced programming 
environment (Template product line SNAP, Workflow and Web Component) comprising: a 
library of objects capable of being dragged and dropped onto a page (Using, page 2-26, Drag and 
Drop employed in environment and Using, page 4-5, class list drag class from class list box to 
workspace), said objects including script that executes on one of a server and a client (Using, 
Chapters 7 and 8, Chapter 7, Using the Application Editor, provides the ability to define roles 
such as client server etc and define the tasks to be operated on the particular role and Chapter 8, 
Using the Deployment Editor, is the actual deploying of the topology); a first display portion 
representing a page, the first display portion receiving dragged and dropped objects (Application 
determines the topology including Client Server Architecture); a second display portion 
displaying said library of objects (Using, page 2-26, Drag and Drop employed in environment 
and Using, page 4-5, class list drag class from class list box to workspace), said system providing 
for dragging and dropping the objects from said second display portion into the first display 
portion (Using, page 2-26, Drag and Drop employed in environment and Using, page 4-5, class 
list drag class from class list box to workspace); and a third display portion for configuring a 
method of one of the objects after the one of the objects has been dragged and dropped into the 
first display portion ( Using, pages 4-34 to 4-47, define classes and attributes and functions 
Using page 3-44). And review the details for the rejection of claim 1 . 

Claim 14 (NEW) 

The system of claim 3, wherein the one of the objects includes a reference to a second page 
(GUI, page 4-10, First Bullet). 

Claim 10 

The system according to claim 3, further comprising a second page calling said object located on 
said page. (Using, pages 4-34 to 4-47, second page for definition of classes and attributes and 
functions) 

Claim 11 

The system according to claim 3, further comprising a storage accessible by said server for 
storing said page as including said object being scripted for at least one of said server or said 
client (Using, page 2-43 - cd files and Using 4-3). 

Claim 13 

Template anticipates a method for designing a page in a first language model (Using, page 4-5, 
Object model is a language) comprising the steps of dragging and dropping objects from a first 
display object library onto a page (Using, page 2-26, Drag and Drop employed in environment 
and Using, page 4-5, class list drag class from class list box to workspace); setting the properties 
associated with objects ( Using, pages 4-34 to 4-47, define classes and attributes and functions) 
; designating whether said objects should execute on a server or on a client (Using, Chapters 7 
and 8, Chapter 7, Using the Application Editor, provides the ability to define roles such as client 
server etc and define the tasks to be operated on the particular role and Chapter 8, Using the 
Deployment Editor, is the actual deploying of the topology) ; outputting said page containing 
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said represented objects into a second language model for execution (Using as per above - the 
Object Model to SNAP programming language). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed November 2, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 

not persuasive. 

Applicant's Remarks 

"REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The non-final Office Action of June 2, 2006, has been reviewed and these remarks are 
responsive thereto. Claims 1 and 3 have been amended. Claim 14 has been added. No new matter 
has been added. Claims 1-3, 10 5 1 1, 13 and 14 remain pending after entry of the present 
amendment. Reconsideration and allowance of the instant application are respectfully requested. 

Objections to the Specification 

Applicants are unclear as to what the Examiner is referring to when he indicates that the 
Specification contains URLs which can cause a browser to activate. Applicants respectfully 
request further clarification of this objection and welcome recommendations and/or suggestions 
by the Examiner as to how Applicants might be able to place these URLs in a more preferred 
form." 

Examiner's Response 

Examiner provided a clearer explanation above. 

Applicant's Argument 

"Claim Rejections under 35 U.& C. §102(b) 

Claims 1-3, 10, 1 1 and 13 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) for being anticipated 
by the Template Software commercial product line (hereinafter "Template"). In particular, the 
Examiner cites documentation entitled "Using the WFT Development Environment" (hereinafter 
"Using WDE"). Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection for at least the following reasons. 

Amended independent claims 1 and 3 recite, inter alia, "a third display portion for 
configuring a method of one of the objects after the one of the objects has been dragged and 
dropped into the first display portion." Nowhere does Using WDE or Template, in general, teach 
or suggest such features. Using WDE is directed to the design of a workflow environment 
including creating a workflow design, creating and defining types of work items and 
implementing tasks and applications, p. 2-2. In rejecting claims 1 and 3, the Office Action cites 
pages 4-34 to 4-47 which relate to a class editor for viewing and editing the entities of classes 
that have been defined in a WFT workflow system, p. 4-28. Even so, Using WDE does not teach 
or suggest that the class editor may be used to configure object methods after the objects have 
been dragged and dropped into first display portion (i.e., the page representation). In other 
words, WDE lacks any teaching or suggest of using the class editor to edit and to redefine 
objects that have already been dragged and dropped into a page. As such, claims 1 and 3 are 
allowable for at least this reason." 
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Examiner's Response 

The Template product line does deploy drag and drop technology. The Applicant's 
mentioning Workflow systems. It is important to note the entire Template Workflow System is 
Object Oriented and is a development environment that uses Drag and Drop. Also, double 
clicking on objects/items on the screen take the user to the screens to provide more details. 
For additional information see Using page 2-26 (Using the Tools - drill down and Dragging and 
Dropping - These functions are throughout the tool). 

The specific argument that the "class editor may be used to configure object methods 
after the objects have been dragged and dropped into first display portion (i.e., the page 
representation)." If the user in the Object Model Editor of record drags and drops a class from 
the toolbox on the left (SNAP, Figure 3-2, page 3-10) and Drill down is clicking on the class - 
Using, page 3-30). Class editor does redefine the objects. 
Applicant's Argument 

"Claims 2, 10 and 1 1 are dependent on claims 1 and 3 and are thus allowable for at least 
the same reasons as claims 1 and 3 and further in view of the novel and non-obvious features 
recited therein. For example, claim 2 recites, inter alia, "a fourth display portion providing a 
selection between scripting the object for said server or for said client." Contrary to the Office 
Action's assertions, Using WDE does not teach or suggest such a feature. Nowhere in either 
Chapter 7 or Chapter 8 of MME, as cited by the Office Action, is there any teaching or 
suggestion of providing a selection between scripting an object for a server or a client. The 
Office Action alleges that Chapter 7 discloses providing the ability to define roles such as client, 
server, etc. and defining the tasks to be operated on the particular role. However, roles do not 
constitute objects on a page. Accordingly, claim 2 is also allowable for this additional reason. 
Examiner's Response 

The limitation "a fourth display portion providing a selection between scripting the object for 
said server or for said client" is taught see Using page 3-44 Class part of window. The server or 
client is defined in terms of classes. The methods associated with the classes are the scripts. 
Actually the Roles are objects on a page the Template Workflow system is object oriented. Any 
Application is a Role and the Applications are objects on a page. 
Applicant's Argument 

"Claim 13 recites, inter alia, "designating whether said objects should execute on a server 
or on a client." As discussed with respect to claim 2, Using WDE merely describes defining roles 
and defining tasks to be operated on a particular role. Even so, tasks do not constitute objects 
(e.g., the tasks are not being dragged and dropped into a page) and thus, Using WIDE does not 
teach or suggest designating whether objects should execute on a server or on a client." 
Examiner's Answer 

Please, note that a SERVER is a role called an Application in the Template reference. . 
And please review the Application editor and Task editor then the Deployment editor. 
Final Note 

The drag and drop technology and "double click to drill down is use throughout the 
Template product line and is how the User goes from the Workflow environment into the details 
of the Workflow or SNAP environments.
